Declaring that he and the country have 
“better stuff to do” than fight about 
where he was born, President Obama on 
Wednesday morning released his long- 
form Hawaii birth certificate and asked 
that the “sideshows and carnival barkers” 
stop raising the issue. 

Even as he stood before reperters 
to make the surprise announcement, 
Obama said he believed there would be 
a “segment of people” for whom the full 
document is not enough to settle the is- 
sue. 

But he said he was speaking to the “vast 
majority of Americans” and to the media 
in asking that they turn their focus to 
other issues, particularly the contentious 
budget talks in the weeks to come. 

Obama said he finally decided to dis- 
tribute the document after all this time 
because, during intense budget talks a few 
weeks ago, the “dominant news story” 
was his birth certificate. 


“We've got enormous challenges ahead 
of us,” he said. “We have to make a series 
of very difficult decisions about how we

invest in our future but also get ahold of 


the deficit and debt,” he said. “But we’re 
not going to be able to do it if we are dis- 
tracted, We’re not going to be able to do 
it if we spend time vilifying each other. 
We're not going to be able to do it if we 
just make stuff up and pretend that facts 
are not facts. We're not going to be 
able to solve our problems if we get 
distracted by sideshows and carni- 
val barkers.” 

Donald Trump’s focus on the 
issue in particular has driven the 
media cycle for weeks, as he shot to 
the top of national polls among Re- 
publican presidential candidates. 
Trump spoke from New Hampshire 
just before the president delivered 
his remarks, taking credit for the 
White House’s decision to release 
this additional information.

Obama did not mention ‘Trump by 
name. But White House officials ac- 
knowledged the role the so-called birther 
debate was having in presidential politics. 

The president said he hoped the issue 
would have been settled in 2008, when his 
campaign released a shorter Certification 
of Live Birth. Since then he has watched 
“with bemusement” as the controversy 
lingered. 

“T have been puzzled at the degree to 
which this thing just kept on going,” he 
said. “We do not have time for this kind 
of silliness.”

Speaking to reporters in New

In his remarks at the White House, the president 
never explicitly referenced the real-estate mogul, 
who has been on a media crusade in recent weeks 
reviving the supposed issue over the president’s ori- 
gins, but when Obama said the nation’s problems 
were too critical for the American people and the 
media to be “distracted by sideshows and carnival 
barkers” there was little doubt whom he meant. 

Also jumping in the fray: Sarah Palin, who tweeted, 
“Media, admit it. Trump forced the issue.” 

And next up for Trump? He told the Associated 
Press earlier this week that he wants to probe the pres- 
ident’s education background. Obama attended Oc- 
cidental College in Los Angeles before moving on to 
Columbia University and then Harvard Law School. 

“T heard he was a terrible student, terrible. How 
does a bad student go to Columbia and then to Har- 
vard?” Trump said. “I’m thinking about it, I’m cer 
tainly looking into it. Let him show his records.”

Reduce, recycle, 
use paper plates 


Recycle everything you can, reuse it all before you do, and keep a 
steady eye on your carbon footprint. But, for goodness’ sake, when 
life is kicking your butt, treat yourself to a nice package of paper 
plates. 

Perhaps I’ve grown unimaginative, but I can’t think of anything 
more indulgent in these lean, worrisome times than eating off a 
quality paper plate, or three or four, if they’re too hard to separate. 

No dishes to wash, no being greeted in the morning with the 
remains of last night’s dinner party. Just eat your food and toss your 
plate out the window. 

We have two sets at our home: There’s the standard-issue stack 
made of bright-white paper coated with poisonous but, when mi- 
crowaved, tasty chemicals. 

And then when we have people over, we break out the fine 
paper. Sturdy, deep, a natural hue. I can’t tell you how many times 
guests —from relatives to heads of state—have complimented us 
on our choice in paper dishware. Certainly, if we could do it all 
again, we'd have registered for our wedding at Dominick’s and not 
at Crate & Barrel. 

Years ago in this space, I demonstrated through complicated 
math and shoddy reasoning that it’s cheaper to always purchase new 
socks rather than ever wash your old ones. 

The same applies here. Let’s say you spend $139 per five-piece 
Vera Wang Dinnerware fine-china set, which, according to Macy’s 
website, weds romance with modern sensibility. Let’s say you get 
eight settings, because you want to have four extra sets you'll never 
use. That’s $1,112. For plates. 

Do you know how long it would take to spend $1,112 on plates 
made from sweet paper? You can get 300 solid paper plates you'll be 
proud to eat off for about $36. That’s about 12 cents a plate. That’s 
about free. 

In other words, you could buy 9,266 plates for the price of your 
new sets from Vera Wang, whose mind was preoccupied with wed- 
ding dresses the whole time she made them. 

So, if you have four people in your home and eat at home six 
nights a week, that’s 2,316.5 plates per person—or about seven years 
of meals. And we haven’t even discussed the savings on dish soap, a 
commodity experts forecast will be the next crude oil. 

And that brings us back to the environment. We don’t have an 
unlimited supply of paper. It doesn’t grow on... er, maybe we do 
have an unlimited supply. Still, remember, paper plates are for those 
times when you want to pamper yourself, to live like Prince William 
and Kate. 

Plus, you can offset your paper plate use by making sure you 
buy ones made of mostly postconsumer materials, or chewing and 
savoring your food but not swallowing it and then letting someone 
else at the table chew it.

The soaking city 


Sloppy April nears Chicago's rainy day record set in 1961

Feel like it’s rained almost every day this 
month? 

You're right. 

By Wednesday, a measurable amount 
of rain had fallen on a total of 16 days this 
month. That means April has had more 
rainy days than any Chicago April since 
1961, which logged 17 days. Trace amounts 
of rain have fallen three other days, mean- 
ing it actually has rained a total of 19 days. 

Overall, 4.56 inches of rain has fallen on 
the Chicago area between April 1 and 26, 


National Weather Service meteorologist 
Stephen Rodriguez said. About 70 percent 
of the days this April have seen some rain- 
fall. 

“It has definitely been soggy,” Rodri- 
guez said. “All across the area it has been a 
gloomy and rainy month thus fair.” 

The last time Chicago had this much 
rain was in April 2000, when the area got 
5.10 inches. It’s unlikely this month will beat 
the record of 8.33 inches set in April 1947. 

Statewide, the average rainfall is com- 
ing close to hitting the April record of 7.13 


inches set in 1957, said Jim Angel, the Illi- 
nois state climatologist. 

As of Wednesday, the state average rain- 
fall was just shy of 7 inches, at 6.98 inches. 
That average has swelled as high rainfalls 
were tallied in southern Illinois, which in 
some areas has seen 10 or 12 inches of rain 
this month, he said. 

The National Weather Service’s long- 
term forecast predicts below-average tem- 
peratures and above-average rainfall for the 
next three months in the Chicago area, al- 
though May is expected to be average.

“People are good-natured,” he told the 
Tribune, “but once in a while they'll grab 
at you and say, ‘Here’s that carpet dude!’ or 
‘Hey! Aren’t you somebody?’ I always hope 
folks understand I’m not a celebrity. ’m 
just a TV pitchman, a glorified salesman.”

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HENRY’S CRIME. 
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Activist priest suspended

Citing what he called threats from the Rev. 
Michael Pfleger to leave the church, Car- 
dinal Francis George has removed the out- 
spoken priest from St. Sabina parish and 
has suspended his “sacramental faculties as 
a priest.” 

Pfleger had publicly feuded with the car- 
dinal about possibly being reassigned to Leo 
High School, telling a radio show recently 
that he would look outside the Catholic 
church if offered no other choice. 

“With this letter, your ministry as pastor 
of Saint Sabina Parish and your sacramental 
faculties as a priest of the Archdiocese are 


suspended,” the cardinal wrote. 

The cardinal ended the letter by saying, 
“This conflict is not between you and me; 
it’s between you and the Church that or- 
dained you a priest, between you and the 
faith that introduced you to Christ and 
gives you the right to preach and pastor 
in his name. If you now formally leave the 
Catholic Church and her priesthood, it’s 
your choice and no one else’s. You are not 
a victim of anyone or anything other than 
your own statements.” 

During the flap over his possible as- 
signment to Leo, Pfleger appeared on the 
“Smiley & West” public radio program and 


said he had been banned from speaking at 
events in the archdiocese and blamed pres- 
sure from conservative Catholics and the 
National Rifle Association for his most re- 
cent clash with George. 

“I want to try to stay in the Catholic 
Church,” Pfleger said. “If they say “You ei- 
ther take this principalship of [Leo High] or 
pastorship there or leave,’ then I’ll have to 
look outside the church.

say as he left the Dirksen U.S. Courthouse. 

He said he envied the woman for not hav- 
ing to be at his second trial and noted that 
he once considered giving Oprah the US. 
Senate seat that he stands accused of try- 
ing to sell. He then was asked by a reporter 
whether he thought the woman had a gold- 
en ticket to get out of jury service. 

“No, I would say effing golden,” joked 
Blagojevich, using the most notorious 
sound bite from the undercover recordings 


of him allegedly trying to collect campaign 
money or a Cabinet post for the seat, which 
had been vacated by Barack Obama’s elec- 
tion as president in 2008.

ATLEAST 39 DEAD AFTER SEVERE WEATHER PUMMELS SOUTH 


Severe storms ripped through parts of the 
South on Wednesday, cutting a path of de- 
struction from Texas to Tennessee that left 
at least 39 people dead in the region and 
damaged an untold number of homes and 
businesses, authorities said. 

Even as officials assessed damage across 
the region, forecasters said another power- 
ful storm packing high winds and the pos- 
sibility of tornadoes was bearing down on 
portions of Mississippi, Alabama, Georgia 
and eastern Tennessee. 

“This has been a very serious and deadly 
event that’s affected our state, and it’s not 
over yet,” Alabama Gov. Robert Brantley 


said Wednesday evening. 

At least 25 people died across the state 
Wednesday as a result of severe storms and 
tornadoes, emergency management direc- 
tor Art Faulkner said. The National Guard 
dispatched hundreds of personnel to some 
of the state’s hardest-hit areas. 

An apparent tornado knocked down 
trees, ripped off roofs and reportedly 
trapped people in their homes in Tusca- 
loosa, Ala., Sgt. Andy Norris of the Tusca- 
loosa Sheriff’s Department said. 

Video from CNN affiliates there 
showed a massive funnel cloud darkening 
the sky as it approached. 


“It literally obliterated blocks and blocks 
of the city,” Mayor Walter Maddox said, 
noting that National Guard units would be 
deployed there Thursday. 

Earlier Wednesday, a tornado was be- 
lieved to have struck the northern Ala- 
bama community of Cullman, damaging 
a hospital, ripping the roof off the court- 
house and pummeling a number of resi- 
dences, authorities said. 

Mayor Max Thompson said it appeared 
a tornado touched down on the west side 
of Cullman and then cut through the heart 
of the city, which has about 15,000 resi- 
dents.

Sounds stressful, but brew fans seem to like the 
adventure. Dark Lord Day has become a destina- 
tion to swap craft beer, share home-brew and gener- 
ally consume alcohol with other like-minded folks. 
For those who don’t dig on that scene—or didn’t get 
tickets —we’ve got other stouts for you. If you’re in the 
mood for a huge beer without the legwork, here are a 
few you can get without as much trouble. 


Stone brews will be matched with eight cheeses, includ- 
ing a Trillium goat’s milk that will be served alongside 
Stone’s imperial Russian. 


Pints will be poured for $9, which sounds high until 
you do the math: At 10.8 percent alcohol by 
volume, it’s like two beers in one glass. 


Founders Brewing’s 
imperial stout 

Get it at: Maria’s Packaged Goods 
& Community Bar (960 W. 31st St. 
773-890-0588) 


Maria’s has become a pretty depend- 
able place to find Founders. Last year 
Maria’s had one of the few barrels of 
Nemesis, Founders’ highly anticipat- 
ed barleywine. A Founders beer (or 
two) is nearly always on tap, and the 
Bridgeport bar has quickly become a 
destination for craft beer fans and local 
drinkers alike. 


The Founders imperial stout fits all the 
requirements for the style: pitch-black 
color, huge ABV, gargantuan flavors of 
roast and malt and bitter and cocoa.

Still, it’s worth it for a taste of a Russian 
imperial from a brewery that’s actually 
closer to Mother Russia than any of our 
other offerings. Plus, Emelisse, from the 
Netherlands, rarely finds its way to tap- 
rooms in our neck of the woods. 


Put this extreme (11 percent ABV) yet 
drinkable version alongside one of Bad 
Apple’s storied burgers and a little snif- 
ter likely is all you'll need. 


North Coast Old Rasputin 
imperial stout 

Get it at: Owen & Engine (2700 N. 
Western Ave. 773-235-2930) 


We were surprised to see such a big 
beer on tap at Brit-centric Owen & 
Engine, where ales, lagers and bitters 
come to mind. Then we remembered 
that it was the Brits themselves who 
started brewing Russian imperials with 
a huge ABV to keep the beer 
from freezing during the 
trip back east. Regardless, 
any space for Old Rasputin 
next to Old Speckled Hen 
and Wells Bombardier 
is just fine with us. If 
there’s such a thing as 
an entry-level Russian 
imperial, this is the one. 
With a (relatively) low 
9 percent ABV anda 
balanced mix of roast- 
ed flavors, Old Rasputin 
is much easier to kill 
than its namesake.
